Claims 1-10 and 23-27 are pending in the application. 

Rejections Under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) based On Kubo 

Claims 1-6 and 23-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
obvious over Kubo (U.S. Patent 6,295,109), in view of Moriyama (U.S. Patent 
4,017,156) Park (U.S. Patent 6,411,347) and Okamoto (U.S. Patent 6,281,952). 
Claims 7-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being obvious over Kubo in 
view of Park and Okamoto. These rejections are respectfully traversed. 

Park was filed in the United States on December 17, 1998 and issued on 
June 25, 2002. The present application was filed in the United States on April

26, 2000 and claims priority of Korea 1999-18970 filed in Korea on May 26, 
1999. Park thus qualifies as prior art under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e). 

Also, both Park and the present invention have the same assignee: LG. 
Philips LCD Co., Ltd. To verify that Park and the instant application had 
common ownership at the time the invention was made, the Examiner is 
respectfully requested to acknowledge the following statement: 

Application serial no. 09/559,403 and U.S Patent 6,411,347 were, 
at the time the invention of Application serial no. 09/559,403 was made, 
owned by LG. Philips LCD Co., Ltd. 

The above statement elucidates the common ownership in a clear and 
conspicuous manner as is set forth in MPEP 706.02(1)(2), and this statement 
alone is sufficient evidence to disqualify Park from being used in a rejection 
under 35 U.S.C. §103(a) against the claims of the present invention. Also, the 
above statement satisfies the Examiner's specific requirement set forth at inter 
alia page 2, lines 7-8 of the Office Action. 

As further evidence, the assignment of the present invention was recorded 
on April 26, 2000 and can be found at reel 010752, frames 0523-0525. The 
assignment of Park was recorded on December 17, 1999 and can be found at reel 
010463, frames 0430-0431. 

As a result, the present invention is patentable over Park (or any 
combination that includes Park) under 35 U.S.C. §103(c). 
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These rejections are overcome and withdrawal thereof is respectfully 
requested. 

Foreign Priority 

The Examiner has acknowledged perfection of foreign priority at page 2, 
lines 9-12 of the Office Action.

The Examiner is respectfully requested to indicate whether the drawing 
figures are acceptable in the next official action.
